As  was  forecast  as  a  possi- 
bility in  yesterday's  Issue  of  The  Colonist,  the  Minister  of  Lands 
now  proposes  to  hear  all  propositions  for  the  use  of  these  waters 
in  the  development  of  power  and  to  weigh  them  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  public  interests.

In  reselling  the  conclusion  by  the 
Government  the  fact  that  Campbell 
River  Is  the  only  unrecorded  water 
power  on  Vancouver  Island  of  any 
considerable  sine  that  is  available  to 
be  used  in  the  city  of  Victoria  and 
other  existing  centres  on  the  Island 
was  taken  Into  account  and  tt  was 
deemed  a  matter  of  expediency  thai 
the  whole  situation  should  be  gone 
into  before  this  power  was  alienated. 

The  action  of  the  Oovernment  will 
clarify  the  situation  with  respect  to 
this  important  source  of  large  powei 
With  the  Canadian  Crown-Wtllam 
ette  Company  granted  permission  to

Esqui- 
mau, on  Thursday,  January  10,  as 
the  latter  lay  on  the  ground  near 
the  wrecked  car  several  minutes 
after  the  accident,  was  the  testi- 
mony given  by  John  Byrne,  of  the 
steamship  Alloway,  at  the  opening 
of  the  preliminary  hearing  of  the 
manslaughter  charge  against  Davis 
in  the  Esquimau  police  court  yes- 
terday afternoon.  Nine  Crown  wit- 
nesses were  examined  and  the  case 
was  adjourned  until  2  o'clock  this 
afternoon.  Mr.  Gerald  H.  Sedger, 
Esquimau  prosecutor,  is  conducting 
the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  Stuart 
Henderson  is  defence  counsel. 

John  Byrne  said  that  he  was  at 
the  Canteen  grounds  between  3:30 
pm.  and  3  p_m.  on  the  day  of  the 
mishap,  and  on  being  informed  that 
an  accident  had  occurred  proceeded 
with  three  others  to  Signal  Hill, 
where  he  saw  an  automobile  was 
wrecked,  a  man  was  helping  a 
woman  to  a  nearby  cottage,  and  an- 
other man  was  standing  near  the 
car  with  his  face  bleeding. 

"TAKES  PERSONAL  EFFECTS"

Calef  of  Police  John  A  Acreman 
of  Esquimau  submitted  his  snnual 
report  before  the  final  meeting  of 
the  1931  Pohce  Commission  held  yes- 
terday morning  In  the  Municipal 
Hall  at  11  o'clock.  Those  present 
were  Reeve  James  Eric*  who  was 
returned  by  acclamation  for  the  1OT9 
term,  and  Commissioners  Sidney  R. 
Bowden  and  James  E.  Painter.  Jr 
The  latter  went  back  to  oOce  for  the 
ensuing  year  unopposed  at  the  recent 
municipal  nominations 

In  presenting  his  report  the  chief 
stated  that  a  generally  belter  ob- 
servance of  the  Motor  Vemcle  Act 
had  been  noted,  which  wa-s  clearly 
shown  by  the  great  decrease  in  pros- 
ecutions, with  practically  no  increase 
of  complaints  of  persons  driving 
recklessly.  This  statement  was 
made  in  the  face  of  a  greater  vol- 
ume of  t  raffle 

Motor  accidents  were  fewer  last 
year.  and.  with  the  addition  of  the 
traffic  warning  and  regulating  signs 
applied  for,  these  should  show  a  fur- 
ther marked  decrease  in  the  new 
year.  The  arterial  highway  regula- 
tions pertaining  to  Esquimau  Road 
bad  been  satisfactorily  observed  and 
It  is  felt  that  it  L.  largely  due  to

Scotland  wanU  Home  RuJe.  national  status 
with  international  amilatlons.  and  a  Parliament 
At  least  that  la  what  one  of  the  candidates  In 
the  by-electlon  presently  to  be  held  In  Mid- 
lothian, a  constituency  whlrh  Is  very  near  the 
heart  of  Scotland,  says.  Other  persons  besides  the 
Home  Rule  candidate  for  Midlothian  have  said 
that  Scotland  must  either  have  Home  Rule  or 
perish  In  fact  they  say  that  many  Important 
things  In  Scotland  have  been  ruined  because  the 
Scots  have  relinquished  the  light,  won  on  the 
stricken  Held  of  Bannockbum  ever  so  many 
years  ago.  to  govern  their  own  country.  Several 
books  written  by  clever  men  have  been  published 
for  the  purpose  of  proving  that  Scotland.  Instead 
of  standing  where  she  did,  practically  has  no 
standing  at  all— that  her  literature  Is  either  dead 
or  dying,  that  she  has  no  art  left  worthy  of  the 
name,  that  her  Industries  are  either  languishing 
or  being  transferred  to  England,  that  her  religion 
Is  losing  its  vitality,  and  that  her  patriotism  Is 
almost  as  dead  as  a  red  herring. 

So  In  order  to  re-establish  everything  that 
has  been  disestablished  Scotland  must  have 
Home  Rule.  The  candidate  in  Midlothian  has 
not  demanded  that  Scotland  must  also  have  a 
King;  but  a  king  may  be  chosen  by  the  Home 
Rule  Parliament  after  it  is  established.  Kings  In 
Gie  old  historic  days  caused  some  trouble  and 
turmoil  In  Scotland,  of  course,  that  Is  kings  and 
princes  who  pretended  to  be  kings.  But  kings, 
wfofijner  the  real  thing  or  merely  pretenders, 
appealed  strongly  to  sentiment  and  Imagination, 
and  that  is  the  stuff  poets  are  made  of.  and 
poets  make  literature,  at  least  some  poets  do 
Thus,  If  Scotland  were  given  Home  Rule,  one  of 
the  essential  things  Scotland  has  lost  because  of 
her  English  political  affiliations  might  be  re- 
established. 

But  It  Is  not  so  clear  that  If  Scotland  were 
given  Home  Rule  the  decay  of  religion  would  be 
Immediately  or  ultimately  arrested.  There  is  no 
affiliation  between  parliaments  and  religions 
these  days,  except  of  course  in  England,  and 
even  In  England  there  is  a  conflict  between  Par- 
liament and  the  Established  Religion.  In  the 
old  days  In  Scotland  there  were  some  bitter  con- 
flicts between  the  ruling  powers  and  the  ex- 
pounders of  religion,  and  a  considerable  number 
of  people  were  beheaded,  hanged,  burned  or 
drowned,  "for  love  of  God."  Doubtless  that  is 
why  the  governments  of  nearly  all  great  nations 
of  the  present  day  are  established  and  main- 
tained upon  a  strictly  secular  basis. 

One  of  the  principal  reasons  for  the  demand 
for  Home  Rule  for  Scotland  Is  that  under  legis- 
lative and  administrative  union  with  England 
the  right  class  of  people  is  leaving  the  country 
and  a  wrong  class  of  people  Is  coming  Into  the 
country.  If  Scotland  were  given  a  parliament 
and4  a  government  of  her  own  a  quota  law  could 
be  passed  and  the  tide  which  is  always  running 
out  and  the  tide  which  is  always  flowing  In  could 
be  dammed.  Then  of  course  everything  that  Is 
wrong  would  Immediately  be  set  right. 

Something  of  the  same  kind  was  said  In  sup- 
port of  Home  Rule  for  Ireland,  and  the  Irish 
Free  State  was  established.  The  establishment 
of  the  Irish  Free  8tate  does  not  appear  to  have 
accomplished  many  of  the  things  It  was  estab- 
lished to  accomplish  It  has  established  peace 
and  tranquility  In  Southern  Ireland,  but  it  can- 
not have  established  abounding  prosperity  in  the 
Free  8tate.  for  if  prosperity  abounded  there 
would  be  something  for  every  Industrious  Irish 
hand  to  do.  and  the  immigration  to  the  United 
8tates  which  was  checked  by  the  adoption  of  the 
quota  law  would  not  be  flowing  In  an  Increasing 
tidal  volume  to  Scotland  and  causing,  at  least 
In  part,  the  Scottish  demand  for  Home  Rule. 

If  the  8cot  Is  as  thrifty  and  canny  as  he  used 
to  be  and  still  Is  said  to  be.he  will  not  press  the 
demand  for  Home  Rule,  for  the  more  govern- 
ments established  in  these  latter  days,  when 
elected  representatives  and  their  henchmen  In- 
sist upon  being  paid  upon  the  union  scale  or 
higher,  the  more  taxes  must  be  collected.  But 
we  suppose  It  Is  but  natural  that  the  Scot,  who 
manages  In  some  mysterious  way  to  Impose  his 
personal  rule  upon  other  people,  should  demand 
the  right  to  rule  himself.  The  charge  of  the 
Scottish  Home  Rulers  against  the  Scot  at  large 
is  that  the  once  bright  flame  of  patriotism  no 
longer  burns  In  his  breast.  We  shall  wait  and 
listen  to  what  the  electors  of  the  Heart  of  Mid- 
lothian have  to  say  about  that  charge. 

CONSEQUENCES  OF  PROHIBITION 


Regarding  Prohibition  In  the  United  8tates 
as  a  measure  of  social  reform  the  supporters  of 
Prohibition  say  one  thing  and  the  opponents  of 
Prohibition  say  quite  another  thing.  But  a 
majority  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  seem 
to  be  in  accord  upon  one  thing:  that  the  exist- 
ing conditions  are  more  desirable  than  the  old 
conditions  when  there  were  saloons  upon  almost 
every  corner  of  the  larger  cities  and  the  conduct 
of  those  resorts  was  In  the  hands  of  persons  who 
were,  for  the  greater  part,  far  from  convention- 
ally respectable. 

The  thing  the  Prohibitionists  say  Is  that  the 
law  can  be  enforced  and  ultimately  will  be  effec- 
tively enforced.  The  thing  the  anti- Prohibition- 
ists say  Is  that  the  law  cannot  be  enforced,  never 
can  be  effectively  enforced  and  that  the  punitive 
measures  being  taken  In  the  effort  to  enforce  It 
are  creating  a  dangerous  disregard  for  all  laws 
because  when  Innocent  persons  are  shot  down  by 
officers  of  the  law  merely  on  suspicion  that  they 
ar«  tn  rxiaweaaloo  of  liquor  or  arw  agents  of  inter- 
ests dealing  In  contraband  goods,  such  procedure 
Is  practically  a  negation  of  all  established  law. 

The  politician  responsible  for  the  law  does 
Dot  seem  to  be  specially  Interested  In  the  methods 
adopted  in  enforce  It.  All  he  is  interested  in  Is

by  no  means  satisfactory.  The  pressure  of  public 
opinion  has  bflftfl  tbfl  •  hlef  factor  in  effecting  the 
change.  Canada  has  become  alarmed  because  of 
the  Increase  in  foreign  Immigrants  and  the  de- 
Ubi  to  the  number  of  those  coming  from  the 
British  Isles.  The  country  wants  the  former  con- 
trolled by  some  quota  system  and  the  latter  fos- 
tered by  the  removal  of  irritating  regulations 
which  were  put  into  force  by  Ottawa  last  year, 
and  by  other  means. 

According  to  the  present  decision  the  number 
of  Southern  and  Central  Europeans  to  be  ad- 
mitted to  Canada  this  year  will  be  40,000.  as  com- 
pared with  approximately  60.000  last  year.  On 
the  other  hand,  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  double 
the  number  of  British  immigrants,  a  scheme  that 
will  be  fostered  If .  as  la  anticipated,  the  Govern- 
ment pays  the  fares  of  these  settlers.  This  Is  a 
move  In  the  direction  of  adjusting  the  Increase 
In  Canada's  population  by  immigration  by  secur- 
ing a  larger  percentage  of  people  of  British 
stock,  but,  in  conjunction  with  this,  some  defi- 
nite efforts  ought  to  be  made  to  prevent  an 
exodus  of  the  pew  arrivals  to  the  United  States 
The  best  preventive  will  be  the  growing  prosper- 
ity of  this  country,  provided  It  Is  fostered  by  a 
new  outlook  on  what  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  fu- 
ture should  be.  The  hopeful  note  In  the  new 
immigration  policies  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  that,  at  last.  It  is  realized  by  Mr.  Mac- 
kenzie King  and  Mr.  Forkc  that  an  essential  pro- 
vision In  Canada's  biological  growth  is  to  encour- 
age British  immigration. 

With  an  eye  to  the  future,  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  is  considering  the  construction 
of  an  inter-oceanic  canal  at  Nicaragua.  The 
shipping  business  Is  already  taxing  the  capacity 
of  the  great  canal  at  Panama,  and  there  is  always 
the  possibility  of  an  earthquake  or  an  accident 
blocking  the  waterway.  Rights  at  the  Isthmus 
have  been  secured  by  the  government.  But  there 
are  Congressmen  who  say  that  the  business  of 
the  nation  should  begin  at  home,  that  the 
development  of  Internal  trade  is  more  Important 
than  the  promotion  of  external  trade.  So  they 
say  that  if  the  government  has  any  money  to 
spend  on  canals,  it  should  be  spent  on  canals 
from  the  Great  Lakes  to  the  Great  Waters.  Thus 
there  will  be  a  considerable  flow  of  talk  before 
the  construction  of  the  Nicaragua  Canal  is  under- 
taken. 

The  lure  of  the  wealth  of  the  North  has 
created  a  dispute  between  the  two  great  Cana- 
dian railways,  and  an  American  railway  will 
apply  for  a  charter  to  build  Into  the  disputed 
territory.  Are  the  wilds  of  Northern  Canada 
decorated  with  precious  metals? 

Mussolini  Is  said  to  have  settled  the  dispute 
between  the  Vatican  and  the  Qutrlnal.  Is  there 
another  man  In  Italy  or  anywhere  else  who  could 
have  done  that?

FAJR  TRADE 

Sir,— I  notice  81r  H.  8.  Holt  in  his 
presidential  addreee,  as  published  in 
your  issue  of  today,  while  discussing 
the  very  obviously  one-sided  stste 
of  affairs,  revealed  In  our  trade  re- 
lations with  the  United  States,  says: 
"A*  a  last  resort  it  may  be  necessary 
to  meet  the  situation  by  direct  tariff 
Increase,  and  by  granting  further 
preference  to  Or  cat  Britain  and  to 
most  favored  nations  " 

It  does  not  advnd  well  to  talk  of 
"last  resorts"  to  such  connection.  I 
have  no  details  by  me  of  our  tariff 
relations  with  other  nations,  but  my 
Impression  was  that  the  existing 
preference  was  an  almost  negligible 
quantity. 

I  am  not  s  tree  trader,  and  believe 
to  protecting  national  industries 
against  foreign  competition,  where 
necessary,  but  in  applying  this  prin- 
ciple I.  for  one.  believe  we  should 
take  the  broadest  view  of  our  na- 
t tonality  and  regard  our  nation  as 
a  part  of  the  British  Empire. 

Why  all  hair-splitting  distinctions 
of  "most  favored  nations"?  What  is 
wrong  with  "Free  Trade  Within  the 
Empire"  for  a  slogan? 

We  talk  of  keeping  our  money  to1 
British  Columbia,  which  is  all  right  | 
as  far  as  It  goes;  but  what  about  the 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  we 
send  out  of  Canada  Into  the  United 
States  and  other  foreign  countries? 
Keep  them  at  home,  le..  to  the  Em- 
pire, and  save  your  high-wall  tar- 
iffs for  foreign  competitors. 

Probably  it  would  not  be  possible 
to  carry  out  any  such  Utopian 
scheme  to  Its  entirety  to  practice, 
but  we  could  at  least  work  towards 
it.  and  as  fSr  as  Orest  Britain  is 
concerned  I  am  convinced  she 
would  be  ready  to  cover  any  bet  we 
liked  to  put  up  in  the  matter  of 
trade  preference 

U  s  an  objective  worthy  of  consid- 
eration any  way.  That  8200.000.000 
adverse  trade  balance  might  Just  as 
well  have  stayed  to  the  Empire. 

The  United  States  made  some 
84.500,000.000  out  of  the  war  •with 
all  due  deference  to  Mr  Coolldge*. 
and  we  in  Canada  do  not  need  to 
help  her  add  to  it.

One  standing  or  walking  in  the 
snow  or  ice  is  not  always  aware  ol 
the  freezing  of  his  extremities,  and 
the  ears.  nose,  fingers  or  toes  may 
be  completely  frozen  before  his  al- 
tenUon  is  attracted  The  toes  are 
most  frequently  affected  because  of 
the  close  contact  of  the  feet  to  the 
cold  earth  or  ice.  This  may  occur 
i  when  the  feet  are  not  sufficlenUy 
covered  with  thick  shoes  Or  woolen 
hose,  or  when  the  shoes  are  so  tight 
as  to  Interfere  with  the  circulation 
in  the  foot  Freezing,  in  any  case 
Is  more  likely  to  occur  In  Individuals' 
suffering  from  a  poor  circulation. 

The  best  treatment  Is  to  gradu- 
ally bring  the  temperature  of  the 
part  up  to  normal  blood  heat.  Rub- 
bing with  dry  snow  or  soft  dry  won) 
induce*  heat  by  friction,  or  warm 


exposed  to  the  cold  for  any  length 
of  time  the  treatment  must  be-  dras- 
tic or  the  patient  may  dir  because
